Radio Eireann 

The U.S. monthly, Radio News, 
states that Radio Eireann has been 
heard recently in the United States. 
The station goes on the air between 
4.58 and 5.10 p.m. and signs off 
between 5.14 and 5.30. News— 
world-wide in nature—is followed 
by sport. 

Mr. Leo T. McCauley, Consul- 
General in New York, states that 
transmission is at present on an 
experimental basis. Reception 
throughout Britain has improved in 
recent months, but the station is still 
difficult to hear and is well below 
average signal strength in most parts 
of Great Britain. 

Irish inquiries reveal that Radio 
Eireann operates short-wave Serv 
ces at news time in the evenings— 
that is to say, between 6.40 and 7.0, 
and between 10.10 and 10.30. The 
programmes broadcast are the same 
as the medium-wave programmes, 
and have been heard in North 


The 6.40 programme is broadcast 
on 16.82 metres; the 10.10 pro- 
gramme on 31.27 metfes. The rela- 
tive values in kilocycles are 17,840 
and 9,595. The power is 14 kilo- 
watts.

Mr. W. Gallagher, Communist 
M.P. for West Fife, told a Press 
conference in Belfast on Saturday
